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Firms blasted over 
Scrooge lights move 


SCROOGE businesses 
have come under fire for 
refusing to contribute 
towards the cost of the 
town’s Christmas lights. 

Two businesses have said 
they will not allow the 
displays across Newmarket 
High Street to be plugged into 
their electricity supply 
One is De Niro’s, one of the 
biggest nightclubs in the region, 
and the other is national chocolate 
retailer Thorntons. 

The lights cost an estimated £100 
to power for each display 
throughout the Christmas and 
New Year period. 

De Niro’s usually has a cross¬ 
street “Merry Christmas” display 
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attached to its building. But this 
year it has been moved back to the 
next building, Rustons and Lloyd 
solicitors, and there is just bare 
wire across the road outside the 
club. 

The move has meant that there 
are fewer cross-street displays in 
Newmarket with six garlands and 
two “Merry Christmas” decor¬ 
ations. One of the seven garlands 
normally displayed has remained 
in the town council’s store. 

Councillors have said they are 
“disappointed” at the companies’ 
lack of support. 

Cllr Mick Jefferys, chairman of 
the town council’s leisure services 
committee, told a town council 


meeting: “We rely on shops and 
other businesses to allow us to run 
the lights from their electricity 
supply 

“The town council spends a lot of 
Council Tax payers’ money on the 
lights and if businesses can’t 
support it I feel it’s regrettable.” 

Isabelle Barrett, the town clerk, 
said after the meeting: “We spend 
£8,000 on putting up the lights, 
taking them down and testing the 
anchor points on the buildings. 

“It’s a shame that we can’t put up 
all the lights this year considering 
it was the retailers that wanted the 
lights and the people of New¬ 
market helped to pay for them. 

“The town council is aware 
there’s an economic crisis at the 
moment, but you have to do even 
more to get customers to come in to 
Newmarket and the lights are part 


of the atmosphere.’ 

A spokesman for Thorntons said 
the agreement to pay the electricity 
costs was with neighbouring shop 
Birthdays, owned by Thorntons, 
which closed down earlier this 
year. He said the company’s 
accounts department had no 
record of previously contributing 
to the lights. 

Terry Lake, owner of De Niro’s, 
said in an email from the US where 
he lives for much of the year: “De 
Niro’s has paid towards the lights 
for a number of years but we feel it 
is not a good Xmas for us and other 
businesses in Newmarket and this 
is our little protest to FHDC (Forest 
Heath District Council).” 

The lights are actually organised 
and paid for by the town council 
and do not involve the district 
council. 



Princess 
tours racing 
school site 

THE Princess Royal chatted to young 
apprentices hoping to make a career in the 
world of horse racing when she visited the 
British Racing School in Newmarket on 
Tuesday. 

Her visit came 25 years after the Prince of 
Wales officially opened the school.

Lorry sheds load of bricks on A14 


DRIVERS were caught in long 
tailbacks on the A14 after a lorry 
overturned and shed up to 20 
tonnes of bricks. 

The HGV overturned on the 
eastbound carriageway at the 
Rowley Mile services, near Exning, 
at 7am last Friday. 


The eastbound carriageway was 
closed at Stow-cum-Quy following 
the incident, while the northbound 
A11 was closed at Six Mile Bottom. 
The bricks were strewn across the 
eastbound carriageway, with some 
spilling into the westbound 
carriageway. 


Police advised drivers to avoid the 
area, but by early afternoon, 
tailbacks on the eastbound A14 
stretched as far back as Histon. 
The lorry driver was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. His injur¬ 
ies were not thought to be serious. 
The road reopened at 1.15pm. 


MP in battle over 
300 empty homes 


AN MP has called for action 
over hundreds of empty 
homes on a housing estate. 

More than 300 homes have 
become vacant on Newmarket’s 
Studlands Park estate after the 
withdrawal of American Air 
Force personnel and their 
families. 

The homes, built more than 20 
years ago for rent to servicemen 
and women, have become vacant 
after more US forces were offered 
homes closer to the bases at 
Mildenhall and Lakenheath. 

Many of the properties have 
been empty for several months 
and moves to find new occupants 
have been held up because a lease 
agreement with the US auth¬ 
orities does not conclude until 
the end of the year. 

Local MP Richard Spring has 
met Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil chiefs who are involved in 
talks with Persimmon Homes, 
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the company which has managed 
the letting of the homes to the 
USAF. 

He said: “There is unparalleled 
pressure on local authorities and 
housing associations to provide 
an increasing number of afford¬ 
able homes for rent. 

“The current economic climate 
is making that pressure even 
greater. This means that the 
social housing sector faces 
unprecedented challenges in 
finding the means to provide 
more homes to an ever 
increasing number of people who 
need somewhere to live. 

“I want to discuss the options 
for these properties in Studlands 
Park and I am adamant that they 
should be brought up to the 
required standard and be made 
available to provide much needed 


accommodation as quickly as 
possible.” 

He has written to Persimmon 
to appeal for the company’s co¬ 
operation with any moves by the 
council to bring the houses back 
into use. 

Many of the homes are 
privately owned and were rented 
through Persimmon. 

The council published an 
empty homes strategy more than 
a year ago and last week took 
part in the national week of 
action over empty homes. 

It has appealed for the public to 
tell them about empty homes and 
has asked any owners of empty 
properties to contact its strategic 
housing team for help with 
getting the houses occupied. 

A district council spokes¬ 
woman said: “We are having a lot 
of meetings in a bid to get this 
issue resolved.” 


Much interest in 
foundation bid 

AROUND 250 people are due to 
attend meetings in Newmarket, 
Haverhill and Bury St Edmunds 
in the coming weeks to explain 
more about West Suffolk 
Hospital’s bid for foundation 
status. 

Alan Johnson, the Secretary of 
State for Health has referred the 
bid to the Monitor, the 
independent regulator, which 
will make a decision in February 
So far more than 4,000 people 
have expressed an interest in 
becoming a member of a 
foundation trust at the Bury St 
Edmunds Hospital. 

The new status would give the 
hospital more financial freedom 
and give local people more say in 
how services are provided.

Bag thieves 
‘travelling in’ 

HANDBAG and purse thefts have 
continued as police have started 
introducing a crime prevention 
measure to tackle the problem. 

Police in Newmarket, where 
thefts have been occurring at more 
than one a week, have started a 
scheme of providing “lanyards” - 
lengths of cord - for women to 
attach to their purses.

Sgt Mark Shipton, who heads the 
town’s safer neighbourhood team, 
told a meeting of the town council 
on Monday that the thieves were 
thought to be women from large 
cities such as London, Birmingham 
and Nottingham.

PLANS to spend £1 million on 
revamping the inside of a 
public hall have been critic¬ 
ised after budget cuts slashed 
the amount of cash for repair¬ 
ing children’s play equipment 
just outside it. 

Cllr Jonathan Richer accused 
fellow members of Newmarket 
Town Council of preferring to 
spend money on new council offices 
rather than renewing the popular 
play area. 

The town council is intending to 
borrow £500,000 towards the £1 
million scheme to improve the 
Memorial Hall in the High Street. 

Part of the scheme includes 
providing new offices for the 
council staff - in the foyer area 
where they will be more accessible 
for the public. 

The council is hoping that a 
further £500,000 may be provided 
from an unidentified backer. 
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At the same time the council has 
cut its repair and maintenance 
budget for the play area behind the 
hall and has shelved plans to 
replace the popular, but trouble¬ 
some, water spray feature in the 
Memorial Hall gardens. 

Cllr Richer had proposed the 
council set aside £20,000 in its 
budget for repair and maintenance 
of play equipment. But members 
supported a recommendation from 
the leisure services committee to 
reduce it to £5,000 and put £6,000 in a 
play equipment reserve. He said: 
“This sends out a message that 
we’re not prepared to pay money for 
children’s play equipment, but we 
are prepared to pay £500,000 on a 
new office for the council.” 

But Cllr Mick Jefferys, chairman 
of the council’s leisure services 


committee, said he was surprised at 
Cllr Richer’s comments at the full 
town council meeting as the issue 
had been previously discussed at a 
committee meeting. 

He said the committee had agreed 
to maintain and repair the play 
equipment over the next two years 
while looking for grants and other 
funding sources to replace the 
equipment. 

“The measures we are taking are 
of a temporary nature so that the 
council tax payers are not 
overloaded,” he said. 

But he said it had been the 
council’s long-term aim to revamp 
the Memorial Hall and make it into 
a facility that “the people of 
Newmarket can be proud of.” 

Quotes for replacing the water 
feature have ranged from £67,000 to 
£94,000. The council has agreed to 
spend just £2,400 to replace the pads 
which children tread on to activate 
the water sprays. 


Seat belt drive 

NEARLY 500 motorists have been 
caught driving without seat belts in a 
police campaign. 

Suffolk police launched the 
campaign in September to clamp 
down on road offences. 

In the force’s western area, which 
includes Newmarket and Mildenhall, 
465 seat belt offences were reported 
in the period from September 1 to 
November 19. Fixed penalty tickets 
were issued in most cases. 

During the same period 389 speeding 
offences were reported as well as 156 
offences of using a mobile phone 
while driving. 

In addition 13 drivers were caught 
without insurance and seven drivers 
were arrested for drink-driving or 
driving while disqualified. 

Across the county 2,764 offences 
were discovered by police - including 
more than 400 for vehicle and tyre 
defects. 

Councillor quits 

A YOUNG councillor has stood down 
after just 18 months due to work 
commitments. 

Daniel Cross has resigned from 
Newmarket Town Council where he 
was believed to have been the 
youngest member. The council is due 
to advertise the vacancy in January 
with the intention of co-opting a 
replacement to represent the town’s 
Severals ward in February

Pub ban for man 
in violence threat 


A YOUNG man brand¬ 
ished a metal micro¬ 
phone stand when he 
went to a pub looking for 
his girlfriend, a court 
heard.

Frater appeared at the back 
door of the pub and was told 
the bar was closed. 

Mr Devine said that Frater 
asked if his girlfriend Becky 
was still in the pub, but Miss 
Lowsby told him that she had 
left earlier. 

As one of the remaining 
customers, a young woman 


left, Frater said: “It’s all your 
fault. You grassed me up you 
bitch. You’re going to get it.” 

He waved what Miss Lowsby 
thought was a crowbar - but 
was later found to be a 
microphone stand - around 
and shouted. 

He kicked over signs outside 
the pub before walking off. 

Claire Lockwood, defence 
solicitor, said Frater had been 
“genuinely concerned” that 
his girlfriend had not come 
home as a woman had been 
attacked in the area. 

But Miss Lockwood said 
Frater accepted that his 
behaviour would have 
frightened Miss Lowsby

Binge drink-driver 
avoids jail term 


A FORMER Irish 
international 
woman cricketer 
has been spared 
jail after being 
caught driving 
more than four 
times over the legal 
alcohol limit. 

Genevieve Kyle, 33, 
had downed 20 pints of 
beer and a “huge” 
amount of vodka in 
the 24 hours before she 
was stopped by police, 
a court heard. 

Kyle, who has been 
working in New¬ 
market’s horseracing 
industry, was stopped 
behind the wheel near 
her home in the town’s 
Cheveley Road. 

Police only pulled 
her over after a 
number plate check 
showed that her H- 
registration Ford Escort 
was not insured. 
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They also dis¬ 
covered that she only 
had a provisional 
driving licence. 

A breath test showed 
she had 144 mic¬ 
rograms of alcohol in 
100 millilitres of 
breath. The legal limit 
for driving is 35 
micrograms. 

Magistrate Dick 
Soper, presiding at 
Bury St Edmunds 
court, told her: “This 
is one of the highest 
readings we have had 
in this court.” 

Kyle, who admitted 
drink-driving, having 
no insurance and not 
complying with driv¬ 
ing licence rules, was 
given an eight-week 
jail sentence suspend¬ 
ed for two years. 


She was also made 
the subject of a 
community order with 
two years supervision 
by probation officers 
with a requirement to 
take part in a drink- 
impaired drivers’ 
programme. 

She was banned 
from driving for 30 
months, but she was 
given the option of 
taking a rehabilitation 
course which would 
reduce the ban to 24 
months. 

In addition she was 
fined £175 and ordered 
to pay a £15 victim 
surcharge and £60 
prosecution costs. 

The court heard that 
Kyle was stopped at 
1.10am on Thursday, 
October 9. 

Her solicitor, Declan 
Gallagher, said the 
breath test reading 
was “phenomenally 
high” but the police 


custody record less 
than an hour after she 
was arrested showed 
that she did not appear 
drunk. 

He said Kyle, who 
had played inter¬ 
national cricket for 
Ireland 20 times, had 
previously worked at 
the Irish National 
Stud before moving to 
Newmarket.

School intake plan 
also causing angst 


Sir, Thanks for your 
coverage of the march 
against school closures, 
but I’d like to point out 
that it’s not just closures 
that have been causing 
angst. 

The county council have 
also proposed cutting 
the intake to St Louis 
Primary by a third. 

St Louis is Newmarket’s 
most popular primary, 
over-subscribed year- 
on-year. 

It appears that this 
proposal, like the others, 
was taken in direct 


opposition not only to 
popular demand in 
Newmarket, but over the 
heads of a special 
consultative 
“stakeholder group” 
consisting of senior 
educationalists and head 
teachers. They were 
never even shown this 
proposal prior to its 
release. 

The council’s “strongest” 
argument in favour of 
closing places at a 
popular school was to 
try and increase 
numbers at other less 


popular schools 
(somewhere, someone 
thinks this is logical, but, 
really, who gave them 
this job?). 

In the case of St Louis 
they are particularly wide 
of the mark as 50 per 
cent of pupils come from 
outside of town and 
parents have chosen St 
Louis because of its 
particular faith-based 
approach to learning. 
Their next choice will be 
local village schools or a 
further drive to another 
Catholic school. 


So the council fails in 
two objectives 
- it doesn’t add pupils to 
the other Newmarket 
primaries AND it fails, 
badly, in its duty to serve 
the voting public. 

It would be reassuring to 
think the council were 
willing to listen, but if 
they ride roughshod over 
their own expert 
consultation group what 
chance do we have of 
being heard?

Hollow victory for bus services 


Sir, It is a good thing the council 
has managed to save some of 
the threatened rural bus routes, 
especially those to villages with 
no other transport options. 
However, as usual, Stagecoach is 
giving with one hand and taking 
away with the other. 

The 10 and 10a route has been 
saved, which is positive for the 
villages between Cambridge and 
Newmarket - but the fine print of 
the proposal reveals that this is at 
the expense of the “express”

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Windscreen firm won’t let 
thieves disrupt business

A COMPANY boss has said he 
will not let thieves disrupt his 
fledgling business. 

Thieves stole a computer stack 
containing the customer data base 
and other business information 
from Terry Mills’ Pro Image 
Windscreens business in New¬ 
market. 

They also smashed the screen of 
another computer, ripped out 
telephone lines and stole a 
telephone handset from his 
premises on the town’s Craven Way 
industrial estate. 

Mr Mills, 63, started the business 
in March when he returned to 
Newmarket after a period of living 
in Sweden and the Philippines. He 
previously ran Anglia Windscreens 
in Newmarket for 20 years from the 
1980s and was a local councillor. 

He now employs his sons Robert, 
23, and Chris, 25, in the business. 

He said: “I feel we have been 
deliberately targeted. Other val¬ 
uable items on the premises were 
not taken. 

“It seems strange that this 
happened just after we put a 
second van on the road. 

“This has happened at an 
important point in the develop¬ 
ment of the business. But it will 
not disrupt the business and we 
will continue to operate 24-7.” 

He said the cost of the stolen 


equipment and damage was 
around £1,000. 

The raid is believed to have 
happened late on Sunday, 


November 16. Police have carried 
out forensic checks at the premises 
where security has now been 
beefed up.

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Charity gala to make splash at new pool 


WORK on a town’s long 
awaited new swimming 
pool is nearing 
completion. 
Newmarket’s new pool 
has faced delays and 
controversy over rising 
costs - currently 
believed to be around 
£14 million. But now it is 
set to open in January. 
The 25-metre national 
standard main pool and 
a smaller training pool 
with a variable depth 
already have water in as 
workers put the finishing 
touches to the building - 
an extension to the 
town’s leisure centre in 
Exning Road. 

The project, which has 
taken more than three 
years to complete, 
includes a new gym 
which will be fitted out 
with the latest fitness 
equipment as well as an 
exercise studio and 
additional changing 
rooms for outdoor 
sports. 

There will also be a 
restaurant and licensed 
bar. 

Forest Heath District 
Council is still involved in 
legal wrangles with the 
contractors. 

But Ian Shipp, the 
council’s leisure chief, 
said: “I think we’ve got a 
fantastic facility. We 
should put the past 
behind us and focus on 
what we have got.” 

The pool will be run by 
Anglia Community

Leisure, the trust set up 
to run all the council- 
owned leisure centres 
and swimming pools in 
the Newmarket and 
Mildenhall area.

The council has 
struggled to plug 
continual leaks from the 
pool, originally built as 
an outdoor facility. 

The site of the present 
pool, in the High Street, 
is likely to be 
redeveloped.

Campaigners 
fight school 
closure plans 


CAMPAIGNERS opposing 
school closures want more 
time for consultation over 
the controversial educat¬ 
ion shake-up. 

Parents, children and school 
governors are fighting plans to 
close schools in the Newmarket 
and Mildenhall areas. 

Suffolk County Council 
(SCC) is proposing the closure 
of middle schools - two in 
Newmarket, two in Mildenhall 
and one in Brandon - as part of 
its switch to two-tier schooling. 

Newmarket’s Paddocks Prim¬ 
ary School could also be mer¬ 
ged with the town’s Hould- 
sworth Valley Primary School - 
a move being fought by parents. 

The campaign has already 
included pupils from Paddocks 
recording their own song which 
has been produced on CD and is 
available for download. 

There has also been a protest 
march by around 400 children 
and parents. 

One of the next moves is to 
create a giant letter signed by 
children and parents. The 
letter, addressed to county 
council chiefs, will be taken to 
affected schools later this 
month.

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Tesco’s wind 
turbine bid ‘a 
token effort’ 


PLANS for a wind 
generator at a super¬ 
market have come 
under fire after 
councillors said the 
proposals were a 
“token” effort to 
make it appear 
greener. 

Tesco is intending to 
put up a 6kw generator 
in the car park of its 
store in Fordham Road, 
Newmarket. 

Similar equipment is 
being planned at other 
stores and depots 
throughout the country. 

Members of New¬ 
market Town Council 
are not opposing the 
scheme. 

But councillors have 
questioned whether the 
generator, which will 
have vertical blades 
rather than the more 
common “aircraft prop¬ 
eller” turned by the 
wind, will make a 
significant contribution 
to the store’s energy 
consumption.

Newmarket’s mayor 
and a retired teacher, 
said: “A generator of 
6kw will only produce 
sufficient power for 60 
lOOw light bulbs so it’s 
not going to be 
producing very much 
power. 

“It will be in the 
store’s car park for 
everyone to see and we 
concluded, like a school 
report: ‘not bad, but 
could do better.’ 

“It was felt this was 
really just a token 
effort.” 

He said the store 
could follow the 
example of Ditton 
Lodge Primary School 
in the town which has 
had solar panels 
installed. 

Tesco’s contractor 
tnei has applied for 
planning permission 
for the turbine which 
will stand on a 35ft 
mast in the car park. 


The town council has 
passed its comments on 
to Forest Heath District 
Council, the planning 
authority, which will 
decide whether to grant 
permission. 

A Tesco spokesman 
was not available for 
comment. 

But a statement from 
tnei accompanying the 
planning application 
said: “The proposal will 
provide on-site energy 
from a renewable 
source. 

“It will also act as a 
landmark for the area 
and will encourage 
people to think about 
green issues such as 
renewable energy, 
recycling and energy 
saving measures.” 

The company said the 
electricity generated 
would provide a “small 
reduction” in the 
store’s operating costs. 

But it said the 
cumulative impact of 
similar installations at 
other Tesco sites would 
be significant. 


Man’s death an accident 


A VERDICT of accidental death has 
been returned at the inquest on a 
tractor driver who was crushed in his 
cab. 

Sam Foley, who worked as a heath 
man on Newmarket’s racehorse 
gallops, died while helping out on a 
friend’s farm at Snetterton in Norfolk. 

He was killed when the tow bar of 
the trailer attached to his tractor 
smashed through the back window of 
the vehicle, the inquest, in Norwich, 
heard. 


The accident happened when the tow 
ring on the trailer broke while Mr 
Foley, 24, of Windsor Road, New¬ 
market, was trying to tip a load of 
manure on July 8. 

The jury heard that the tow ring had 
been welded after a previous fracture 
and should have been replaced. 

Mr Foley’s funeral in Dullingham 
earlier this year was marked with a 
procession of tractors - many of them 
driven by colleagues employed by 
Jockey Club Estates in Newmarket.

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Passing on torch to 
the next Olympians 


T HE heady days of the 
Beijing Olympics have 
passed and thoughts 
have turned to training 
programmes for 2012 when 
London hosts the world’s 
greatest sporting spectacle. 

And a new programme launched by 
Living Sport could help find potential 
gold medal stars. 

It aims to enable 9,000 more young 
people in Cambridgeshire to choose 
from a vast range of traditional and 
non-traditional sports, from basketball 
and football to netball and dance. 

The three-year programme will get 
£325,750 in funding. It offers young 
people 10-week, high-quality taster 
sessions in sports of their choice.

“We are keen to work with any 
organisation that has capacity and 
ability to provide young people with 
positive sporting opportunities that will 
encourage them to make the change 
to a sportier lifestyle.” 

Huntingdon Olympic Gymnastics 
Club was in the spotlight in August 
when Louis Smith won the pommel 
horse bronze medal, the first British 
gymnast to win an individual Olympic 
medal since 1912. 

Daniel Keatings also showed he 
was in the top rank, reaching the final 
of the men’s all-around competition in 
Beijing. 

The club’s mission is to create a 
state-of-the-art gymnastics facility to 
prepare athletes for the 2012 Olympic 
Games and beyond. But it provides 
opportunities for all members of the 
community to benefit from gymnastics 
and other sports at every level. 

It is looking to expand its buildings - 
the club says it could open all day, 
every day and still not satisfy the 


demand from local residents and 
others on the waiting list. 

Paul Hall, head coach, said: “Any 
funding is welcome. We are looking for 
capital funding for our building 
programme and revenue funding to 
staff it. Living Support is already 
supporting us.” 

But with thoughts turning to the bill 
for staging the 2012 Games, he said: 
“Everybody is tightening their belts 
and we have not felt the full effects 
yet. We would hope the Government 
will look favourably at us after the 
success of Louis and Daniel.” 

Barry Wallman, president of the 
Cambridge and Coleridge Athletic 
Club, said it was vital to invest in 
sports at club level for youngsters. 

He said: “The more money that 
goes into grassroots level sport, the 
better. All athletes start from this level 
and move upwards. 

“I’m all for encouraging young 
people into my own sport and other 
sports. With the 2012 Olympics, 
people should look at how to 
encourage sport even more.” 

Neil Costello, club chairman, said it 
was working closely with Living Sport 
to promote a community sports 



network. He said: “That has been 
incredibly valuable to the club. 

“We have 538 members and of 
those, 300 are under 17. We are very 
much into participation and supporting 
youngsters and are the Junior Club of 
the Year for the Eastern region.” 

Living Sport is part of Sport 
Unlimited, a £36 million national 
programme funded by Sport England. 
It aims to get more children and young 
people taking part in sports outside 
school. 

Steve Grainger, chief executive of 


the Youth Sport Trust, said: “The Youth 
Sport Trust welcomes this new 
initiative, which plays an extremely 
important role in encouraging more 
young people into sport. 

“It builds on the vital work that is 
already taking place in school and 
community sport to get youngsters 
more active and engaged in a range of 
sporting activities.”

back a lot because I realised that I 
didn’t have to be embarrassed about 
not always having a gift for people. 

“I’m sure some people would rather 
not get you one next year. But at the 
end of the day you can’t always get the 
etiquette right. So don’t freak out and 
just accept it’s all part of Christmas.” 

Cecelia, who lives in Dublin, says 
she has noticed that often people are 
more obsessed with buying presents, 
than the gifts themselves.

Blunder over 
road tribute 
to top jockey 


A BUNGLING council which 
named a new street after one of 
the UK’s most successful jockeys 
has been blasted for mis-spelling 
his name. 

The road in Newmarket was 
supposed to honour the late flat-race 
champion Dick Perryman, who won 
dozens of races in the town during the 
1940s. 

But red-faced bosses at Forest Heath 
District Council installed the road sign 
incorrectly as PERIMAN Close. 

Now they have refused to correct 
their mistake because it would mean a 
change of address for residents. 

The blunder was spotted by racing 
fan Tony Pringle, 70, of Windsor Road, 
Newmarket, who said: “This mistake 
must be rectified. 

“I cannot see the point of having 
roads named as a tribute to the town’s 
racing legends if the names of the road 
signs are not spelled correctly 

“Once again, the town of Newmarket 
must live with the inefficiencies of its 
administration.” 

Recognised as one of the best jockeys 
of his generation, Perryman rode and 
trained numerous winners from his 
stables in Newmarket, the horse racing 
capital of the UK. 

A district council spokeswoman said: 
“It does look like we’ve made a mistake

and we sincerely apologise for that 
mistake. 

“We are investigating the possibility 
of changing the name, but it will 
involve speaking to all of the residents 
first.” 

Street names for the new 
development, built on a former stud 
farm, off Exning Road, Newmarket, 
were the subject of much debate. 

Following an earlier controversy 
over the proposed naming of a new 
street in nearby Exning over a late 
councillor, members of the district 
council said they would no longer 
honour individuals by naming streets 
after them. 

Last year there was a row after RAF 
veterans appealed for a street to be 
named after war hero Jack Taylor who 
twice tried to rescue aircrew from 
crashed planes. They were told that it 
was not council policy to name roads 
after individuals. 

But Mr Taylor was honoured earlier 
this year when a plaque recording his 
action was fixed to an RAF memorial at 
the racecourse. 

The town already has roads named 
after former top jockeys including 
Lester Piggott.

AFTER a life spent playing 
folk clubs and festivals 
across the world fretboard 
virtuoso Martin Simpson is 
just as at home playing a 
traditional English ballad as 
plucking a banjo tune from 
America’s southern states. 
Prodigal Son, the album he 
released last year, took the folk 
world by storm picking up best 
album at the BBC Folk Awards as 
well as almost universal acclaim.

SEEING Honda’s 2009 
Tourer offering for the first 
time, I started having 
visions of hooking the boat 
on the back, loading it up 
with mountain bikes, and 
taking it up the ski field. 

I’m not sure whether it’s the 
lowered, sporty exterior or the 
roomy feel of the interior, but this 
car looks made for sport and 
sports equipment. 

Funnily enough, the first thing I 
tried to do with it was load my 
road bike into the back - even 
with the front wheel off and the 
back seats down, the bike would 
only fit in one way. And given the 
bike fits in both ways in my three- 
door Ford Fiesta, I was rather 
surprised by its narrowness. 

However, this still doesn’t take 
away from its overall size. 

The slick cabin is completely 
driver-focused, with the dash 
sweeping round like the inside of 
a cockpit. The emphasis is on 
comfort and you feel supported, 
with plenty of personal space. 

You’re immediately drawn to 
the navigation system that 
doubles as a video screen for the 
camera in the back that kicks in 
as soon as you put the car into 
reverse. Reversing by video was a 
little disconcerting for a start, but 
soon became one of the many 
features of the car you relied 
upon. 

Driver controls on the steering 



wheel enable you to control many 
of the car’s functions, including 
audio and cruise control, without 
taking your hands off the wheel. 

Clever storage makes the car 
practical for everyday use. The 
large central console box has a 
USB (for your iPod, etc) and power 
output, and there’re large door 
pockets for maps and drinks. Back 
seat passengers also don’t miss out 
with their own drinks holders in 
the arm rests and equally large 
pockets in the doors. 

The boot is enormous - and then 
you realise there’s another level 
underneath for even more storage. 

For a big car, the Honda is 
surprisingly agile. It corners like 
a much smaller car, and though 
sometimes at speed it felt as 
though I was battling with the 
steering, it was hugely responsive. 

And though it’s powerful, it’s 
quiet. Road and engine noise have 
been thoughtfully eliminated from 
the inside, adding to the comfort of 
the overall ride. 

The six-speed manual 


transmission was light and Honda 
has even gone as far as a shift 
indicator light, which appears in 
the centre of the rev counter. “Up” 
or “Down” graphics advise the 
driver of the best point to change 
gears to maximise fuel economy 

■ Basically 

I wouldn’t recommend this car 


for the narrow streets of 
Cambridge - it’s a bit of a mission 
to park and takes up the entire 
width of one park with no room 
on either side - but if you want a 
stylish, athletic car that can 
transport you, the team, and all 
your sports gear, the Tourer is a 
fantastic option. And you won’t be 
last to arrive at the game.

WITH winter fast 
approaching, TyreSafe is 
advising motorists to 
consider fitting cold 
weather tyres in order to 
improve road safety and 
reduce the number of 
accidents on the road. 

Despite the change in road 
conditions at the onset of 
winter, many drivers continue 
to drive on standard tyres. 
Slippery roads accounted for 55 
per cent of road traffic 
accidents in which road 
environment was a 
contributory factor in 2007, 
according to Department for 
Transport (DfT) figures. 

In November 2007, the DfT 
recorded a spike in personal 
injury accidents as drivers 
were caught out by the drop in 
temperature and increased 
rainfall, with 16,559 accidents 
recorded, nearly 700 more 
accidents than at any other 
time in the year. 

“Fitting cold weather tyres 
can provide significant safety 
benefits for motorists,” 
explains Rob Beddis, TyreSafe 
chairman. “They have many 
more delicate cuts in the tread 
which are designed to absorb 
snow, allowing the tyres to 
maintain their grip when 
driving over snow-covered 
roads.” 

Cold weather tyres are 
specif-ically engineered to offer 
improved vehicle performance 
and reduce stopping distances 
in cold, wet conditions. They 
contain a higher quantity of 
natural rubber comp-ound, 
which stops them from 
hardening as much in the cold. 


Braking tests conducted by a 
leading tyre manufacturer and 
TyreSafe member revealed that 
at 5°C a vehicle fitted with cold 
weather tyres travelling at 62 
mph stopped a full five metres 
earlier than the same vehicle 
with standard tyres. In parts of 
Europe, specific dates are 
defined by law for the 
changeover of standard to cold 
weather tyres. However, in the 
UK, where annual 
temperatures often range from 
-15°C to 30°C, usage of cold 
weather tyres is far less 
common, as legislation 
dictating changeover does not 
exist. Motorists interested in 
investigating cold weather 
tyres this winter are advised to 
visit their local garage or tyre 
dealer, where a trained 
technician will be able to fit 
cold weather tyres and give 
advice on the correct storage of 


standard tyres over the winter 
months. 

Replacement wheels are not 
required as the cold weather 
tyres can be fitted to existing 
rims. 

Dan Robinson, head of 
Green Flag, adds: “Driving in 
icy and snowy conditions is 
never easy and drivers should 
be careful to keep plenty of 
distance between cars. 
Furthermore, drivers who 
don’t want the risk of being 
stuck on the side of the road 
for hours should double check 
their break-down cover is up to 
date so the recovery team can 
be on standby in the event of a 
breakdown. If drivers do get in 
difficulties out on the roads, we 
will be ready to assist round 
the clock.”

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Industry chiefs 
plea to axe VED 
increase plan 


MOTOR industry chiefs 
this week pleaded with 
the Government to scrap 
planned increases in 
vehicle excise duty 
(VED). 

Already enduring drastically- 
reduced new car sales, 
motoring bosses also called on 
ministers to scrap the so-called 
“showroom tax” which will see 
VED rise dramatically in the 
first year of ownership for 
those buying the most polluting 
vehicles. 

The plea came in a letter to 
Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Alistair Darling and Business 
Secretary Lord Mandelson from 
the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders 
(SMMT) and the Retail Motor 
Industry Federation (RMIF). 

The two organisations called 
for a number of initiatives 
designed to stimulate the UK 
vehicle market at a time when 
many car companies are 
cutting back production to meet 
a slowdown in demand. 

Measures called for include: 

n Allowing manufacturers’ 
finance companies access to the 
funding available to banks 
through the special liquidity 


arrangements. This would 
allow them to support 
customers and their franchise 
networks 

■ Shelve plans for reform of 
business car capital allowances, 
as overall impact and timing is 
unhelpful 

■ Remove expensive car 
restrictions under capital 
allowances to help demand for 
UK higher end manufacturers 

■ National arrangements to 
allow manufacturers and 
suppliers access to loan 
facilities, including potential 
government guarantees, to 
maintain liquidity and 
investment 

■ Help to speed up the 
allocation of existing funding 
to support training, R&D 
projects and energy efficiency 
measures. This would help 
increase employees’ skill levels, 
accelerate innovation and 
provide an immediate stimulus 
for green collar jobs. 

SMMT chief executive Paul 
Everitt said: “The motor 
industry faces a set of 
unprecedented market 

conditions. The dramatic falls 
in demand for new vehicles in 
the UK, Europe and around the 
world, combined with the 


limited availability of funding 
and liquidity now puts at risk 
valuable industrial capability. 

“Urgent action is required to 
boost demand for new vehicles 
and ease pressure on UK 
automotive suppliers. The pre- 
Budget report (next Monday) 
should set out the strategy and 
measures needed to restore 
consumer confidence and 
support valuable industrial 
capability during this difficult 
period.” 

RMIF chairman Paul 
Williams said: “It is vital that 
the motor industry presents a 
united front at this time. These 
measures and others, jointly 
presented by the two industry 
trade associations, would go 
some way to helping the revival 
of consumer confidence in our 
sector. 

“We urge the Chancellor to 
undertake these measures, and 
to discuss further action with 
us if necessary.” 

The SMMT/RMIF appeal 
follows a meeting last week 
between the Unite union and 
Lord Mandelson in which Unite 
leaders called for a £13 billion 
loan to assist the whole of the 
manufacturing sector, 

including the motor industry.

Ron puts his

MILDENHALL Stadium owner 
Ron Coventry is confident the 
installation of a £40,000 noise 
acoustic barrier will be 
completed in time for the Fen 
Tigers to race in 2009. 

He allayed supporters’ fears that 
a noise abatement order,

Coventry said: “We have 
completed everything else that 
has been requested of us to 
meet the requirements by 
lowering the speaker levels and 
closing roller-shutters that are 
used during stock car meetings. 
“We have erected some of the 
building work for the acoustic 
noise barrier, which has been an 
expensive outlay at £40,000 and 
it stands at three metres in 
places. The only thing that can 
slow it up is bad weather. 

“We will then have met all of 
their recommendations. It is 
being put together as per the 
council’s specifications and the 
work is inspected each week. 
“We initially heard of the 
complaint last year. 

“It has come from one person 
who lives under the flight path of 
the runway, a noise expert 
investigated and it went from 
there.”
